REMARKS. 


In reporting the expense of the New Bridge, we have not includ- 
ed the labor of Mr. Holt, the Superintendent, nor the team, in 
drawing stone, which amounts to about $140 ; nor have we credit- 
ed the same to the Farm in this Report. There are split stone at 
the ledge, and timber left of the new bridge, together with old tim- 
ber and old iron, which, if disposed of, would reduce the expense of 
the bridge $90 or more. 

There are now on the Farm 15 paupers: 5 males, and 10 fe- 
males. Nearly all of these are incapable of much labor. 

The amount of Notes against the Town, after deducting Notes 
and Accounts due and the balance in the Treasury, is $2039 19.
